Summary of Record of Interview Requirements 

Manual of Patent Exannining Procedure (MPEP), Section 713.04, Substance of Interview Must be Made of Record 

A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview. 

Title 37 Code of Federal Regulations (CFR) § 1.133 Interviews 

Paragraph (b) 

in every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 . 1 11 , 1 .1 35. (35 U.S.C. 1 32) 

37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademarit Office should be transacted In writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office Is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding In relation to which there is disagreement or doubt. 



The action of the Patent and Trademark Office cannot be based exclusively on the written record in the Office if that record is itself 
incomplete through the failure to record the substance of interviews.

In the case of a telephone or video-conference interview, the copy is mailed to the applicant's correspondence address 
either with or prior to the next official communication. If additional correspondence from the examiner is not likely before an allowance or if other 
circumstances dictate, the Form should be mailed promptly after the interview rather than with the next official communication.

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Forni is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record ttie substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Fomri will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

The identification of the arguments is sufficient if the general nature or thrust of the principal arguments made to the 
examiner can be understood in the context of the application file. Of course, the applicant may desire to emphasize and fully 
describe those arguments which he or she feels were or might be persuasive to the examiner.)

One point of discussion was the clainned "ring-shaped n-type and p-type layers" of claim 8 (independent claim) in 
which regard Applicant requested an explanation of lines 2-4 on page 5 of the Office Action mailed 12/31/03. Examiner 
explained that the phrase in brackets had been included to clarify examiner's position that the configuration formed by 
the p-type and n-type layers connecting gate 710 and source metal 704 in Williams et al as depicted in the cited Figure 
7B (involving both Vclampi and Vclamp2) form a ring despite the far from closed nature of said ring. Examiner stated 
that Yamamoto also shows ring-shaped p-type and n-type layers forming a diode and that said p-type and n-type 
layers 9 by Yamamoto are indeed formed as ring-shaped n-type and p-type layers 9 "formed along the periphery of a 
chip 21 so that its cell region 10 will be encircled", (abstract in English). Please note the implied ring in Yamamoto is 
almost closed. With regard to a second point of discussion, namely: Applicant's allegation of the failrue of the prior art 
(Yamamoto) to teach contact of the outermost layer (portion 16 in Figure 1(b) most to the left in Figure 1(b) in 
Yamamoto) with the ring-shaped metal film over the full circumferential length of said outermost layer (final lines in 
claim 8), said contact (a) inherently exists because the Zener diode contacts both gate and source, while the 
translational inveriance along the circumeference is evident from the plan view (Figure 1(a)) in Yamamoto, and, 
furthermore, is confirmed by the aforementioned quote from the abstract in English ("encircled"). 
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
